NOTES  ON  ENGLISH 

HAMMERED  HALFPENCE  AND  FARTHINGS. 

By  P.  F.  Purvey  and  E.  J.  Harris. 

Richard  II  (1377-99) 

The  classification  of  the  halfpence  of  Richard  II  has  been  described  in  detail 
by  one  of  the  authors  (P.  F.  Purvey)  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal  (XXXI, 
1963).  The  following  is  a  much  condensed  and  simplified  version. 

The  most  plentiful  coins  of  this  reign  are  York  pence  and  London  halfpence, 
London  pence  being  very  rare.  The  peculiarities  of  lettering  met  in  the  York  pence 
are  largely  paralleled  in  the  halfpence  of  London  and  the  rationale  for  placing  the 
halfpence  in  chronological  order  depends  on  studies  of  mules  in  the  series  of  pence. 
For  this  reason  the  order  is  only  a  provisional  one  and  may  require  revision.

A  very  rare  variety  of  farthing  has  roses  in  the  angles  of  the  reverse  (Fig.  8)  and  this 
can  be  associated  with  a  rose  in  the  obverse  legend  after  rex.  ( Vide  North,  English 
Hammered  Coinage,  Vol.  2). 

Mules  between  the  classes  exist  and  these  extend  to  links  between  the  first  and 
last.  It  is  suggested  that  during  exceptional  activity  at  the  mint  at  the  time  of  the 
proper  use  of  the  Cl. 4  dies,  the  laid-by  earlier  dies  were  again  put  into  service; 
certainly  many  coins  of  the  intermediate  style  occur  which  were  the  products  of 
rusty  dies.  The  interesting  mule  half-groat  with  Edward  III  obverse  and  late 
Richard  II  reverse  probably  belongs  to  the  same  period.  ^ 

Henry  IV  (1399-1413) 

We  have  seen  in  the  previous  part  of  this  series  that  the  halfpence  of  Richard  II 
are  relatively  common  and  that  they  fall  into  four  main  classes.  The  last  of  these 
might  be  expected  to  show  some  relation  either  by  muling,  similarity  of  style  or 
even  die  alteration  with  the  first  issues  of  Henry  IV.  A  major  difficulty  in  attempting 
to  follow  this  up  is  the  rarity  of  Henry’s  coins. 

The  Heavy  Coinage 

At  the  time  the  price  of  silver  had  risen  so  it  was  uneconomic  to  strike  at  the  old 
rate  of  18  grs.  (1.20  g)  to  the  penny.  No  precise  figures  are  available  for  the  amount 
of  silver  coined  into  the  fractions  but  we  know  that  £600  of  silver  was  brought  to 
the  Mint  in  the  3rd-5th  years  of  the  reign  and  that  in  the  3rd-4th  year  period  £314 
was  coined.  Since  Parliament  had  ordained  that  one-third  of  the  total  silver  coined 
should  be  used  to  produce  the  two  fractions  in  equal  weights  it  can  be  calculated

that  the  £600  of  silver  might  have  led  to  the  production  of  50,000  halfpence  and 
100,000  farthings.  Although  it  is  true  that  the  survival  rate  of  these  small  coins  is 
much  less  than  that  of  pence  it  is  still  inconceivable  that  numbers  like  these  were 
ever  extant.  There  may  be  a  total  of  about  25  surviving  ‘heavy’  halfpence  and  there 
seems  to  be  but  one  farthing. 

It  is  curious  that  several  of  the  halfpence  weigh  more  than  the  prescribed  9  grs., 
being  closer  to  1 1.5  grs.  (0.77  g).  This  factor  would  have  provided  a  further  incentive 
to  convert  the  coins  to  bullion.  The  preference  for  bullion  would  also  account  for 
the  absence  of  these  coins  from  hoards.  One  of  the  major  sources  of  fractions  was  a 
find  at  Highbury  which  presumably  was  a  loss  and  not  an  intentional  deposit. 

The  paucity  of  material  is  such  as  to  preclude  any  chronological  classification. 
The  descriptions  are  supplemented  with  references  to  illustrated  lots  in  the  Lockett 
Catalogue,  in  Brooke’s  “English  Coins”  and  to  our  sketches  of  the  different  forms 
of  the  letter  ‘n’.

This  coin  is  illustrated  in  Brooke  PI.  33,  no.  11.  The  obverse  type  is  a  crowned 
head  without  neck.  Weight  4.5  gr.  (0.3  g). 

The  Light  Coinage  (1412-13) 

In  1412  the  silver  in  the  penny  was  reduced  to  15  gr.  (1.0  g),  but  this  reduction 
did  not  lead  to  a  proliferation  of  coinage.  The  first  light  coins  may  well  have  been 
struck  from  the  heavy  dies  and  are  then  indistinguishable  from  clipped  or 
worn  heavy  coins.  Later  light  coins  are  from  new  dies,  about  fifteen  specimens  are 
recorded  in  all.

THE  LIFE  AND  WORKS  OF  J.  B.  MERLEN 
AT  THE  ROYAL  MINT.

(Continued  from  page  82). 

Following  the  re-organisation  of  the  Die  Department  in  1827,  Merlen  was  given 
the  duties  of  Second  Engraver;  the  post  having  been  made  vacant  by  the  promotion  of 
William  Wyon  to  Chief  Engraver.  At  this  point  it  should  be  remembered  that  Merlen 
could  not  be  given  a  formal  appointment  as  he  still  came  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Statute  of  Limitations.  He  was  merely  given  the  duties  (which  to  a  great  extent  he 
had  exercised  from  the  time  of  his  appointment  in  1820  as  far  as  the  coinage  was 
concerned),  the  post  being  left  nominally  vacant.  For  carrying  out  the  duties  of  his 
new  “appointment”  Merlen  was  paid  five  guineas  per  week  with  effect  from  31st 
December,  1827.  This  new  salary  was  one  guinea  per  week  less  than  the  salary 
granted  to  Merlen  on  23rd  June,  1824,  and  when  informed  of  this  Merlen  was  none 
too  happy.  He  promptly  wrote  to  the  Master  to  this  effect,  and  proposed  that  some 
compensatory  payment  should  be  awarded  in  recognition  of  his  past  services.  As  a 
favourable  response  to  this  proposal  was  not  received  from  the  Master,  Merlen 
wrote  a  further  letter  on  11th  January,  1828,  agreeing  to  the  new  salary,  and  assuring 
the  Master  that  even  though  his  salary  had  been  reduced,  he  would  continue  to 
serve  the  Mint  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

Apart  from  his  regular  coinage  duties,  it  would  appear  from  the  Mint  Record 
Books  that  from  time  to  time  Merlen  assisted  in  the  production  of  dies  for  campaign 
medals.  He  also  helped  in  the  execution  of  the  Coronation  Medals  of  George  IV  and 
Queen  Victoria.  A  Treasury  minute  of  16th  April,  1822,  authorised  an  ex-gratia 
payment  of  £50  to  Merlen  for  his  work  on  the  letters  of  the  George  IV  Coronation 
Medal.  In  1839,  in  recognition  of  his  services  in  respect  of  the  letters  and  other  work 
on  the  Coronation  Medal  of  Queen  Victoria,  he  received  an  ex-gratia  payment  of  £50. 
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This  gratuity  was  given  after  the  Master  had  received  a  minute  from  Merlen  dated 
17th  December,  1838,  pointing  out  that  in  1822  he  had  been  paid  for  similar  work 
on  the  Medal  of  George  IV. 

The  terms  of  employment  proposed  to  Merlen  in  1827,  and  subsequently  agreed 
to  by  him,  continued  until  his  retirement,  except  that  on  23rd  July,  1830,  he  was 
given  permission  to  employ  two  apprentices,  George  Jerome  and  Joseph  Sharp. 
On  2nd  May,  1844,  Merlen  wrote  to  the  Master  giving  details  of  his  Mint  service 
and  asking  for  permission  to  retire.  In  his  memorial  he  stated  that  because  of  his  ad¬ 
vanced  age  and  painful  indispositions  (probably  arthritis  of  the  hands)  which  occasion¬ 
ally  rendered  him  unable  to  work,  he  felt  that  the  time  had  come  for  him  to  retire 
from  the  service  of  the  Royal  Mint.  The  Master,  Mr.  W.  E.  Gladstone,  forwarded  a 
minute  on  9th  May  to  the  Treasury  informing  them  of  this,  adding: 

“  — and  considering  his  useful  works  and  service  for  twenty  five  years,  his  great  age  of  75 
years,  and  that  he  is  dependent  upon  any  income  the  Government  may  allow  him,  I  am 
inclined  to  recommend  to  their  Lordships  that  he  may  retire  at  the  highest  rate  allowed  by  law 
for  Superannuation  which  appears  to  be  7/12ths  of  his  present  salary  of  £273,  equal  to  £159 
per  annum:” 

The  Treasury  saw  fit  to  grant  a  pension  of  £136-10-0  per  annum  commencing  30th 
June,  1844,  to  be  paid  quarterly.  Merlen  accepted  this  pension  in  a  minute  to  the 
Master  dated  9th  June,  1844. 

Before  he  retired,  Merlen  offered  to  sell  his  collection  of  punches  to  the  Mint  for 
£300.  He  had  made  these  punches  himself  in  England  and  in  France,  and  in  this 
letter  to  the  Master  he  states  that  the  punches  would  be  of  great  use  to  his  successors 
as  every  device,  alphabetic  and  heraldic,  used  in  the  production  of  coins  and  medals 
was  represented.  The  Master  consulted  William  Wyon  about  the  punches.  He 
reported  back  to  the  Master  that  it  would  be  useful  to  have  the  punches,  but  he 
seems  to  have  been  more  concerned  about  the  possibility  of  their  falling  into  the 
hands  of  forgers  if  they  were  not  purchased  by  the  Mint.  Accordingly,  the  Master 
made  an  offer  of  £150  to  Merlen,  and  this  Merlen  accepted  in  a  minute  dated  9th 
July,  1844.  In  a  list  dated  19th  June,  1844,  still  preserved  at  the  Royal  Mint,  there 
were  stated  to  be  the  following  punches : 

“Poincons  d’ornaments  &c  2387 

Poincons  de  lettres  &c  1285 

total  3672” 


After  retiring  from  the  Mint  Merlen  went  abroad,  presumably  back  to  his  native 
France,  but  before  doing  so  he  gave  Charles  Elouis  of  the  Royal  Mint  power  of 
attorney  in  a  document  of  10th  July,  1844,  to  enable  him  to  collect  the  pension 
payments  on  his  behalf.  These  pension  payments  appear  to  have  been  made  for  the 
last  time  on  31st  March,  1847,  and  Merlen  is  recorded  as  having  died  the  previous 
18th  January  (though  Mint  Records  are  not  consistent  about  the  date,  as  Record 
Book  40  gives  8th  January,  whilst  another  source  the  18th). 

The  Royal  Mint  took  advantage  of  Merien’s  departure  in  1844  to  reorganise  the 
Die  Department  once  more.  On  completion,  William  Wyon’s  son,  Leonard  Charles 
Wyon,  was  appointed  Second  Engraver  in  succession  to  Merlen. 

Before  dealing  with  Merien’s  relationship  with  his  associates  whilst  he  was  at 
the  Mint,  I  will  first  deal  with  his  personality,  which  on  reading  the  Mint  Record 
Books  of  the  period,  does  not  come  to  the  surface  as  readily  as  those  belonging  to 
William  Wyon  and  Benedetto  Pistrucci.  He  could  obviously  speak  little  English,  and 
conducted  all  his  correspondence  in  French,  and  this  alone  may  have  been  a  contri¬ 
butory  factor  to  his  occasional  misunderstandings  with  his  colleagues.  Merlen  was  a 
diligent  worker  who  was  anxious  to  please,  but  who  would  not  be  unduly  put  upon. 
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particularly  when  blame  fcr  delays  was  being  apportioned.  He  was  not  given  to 
writing  lengthy  letters  of  complaint  as  both  William  Wyon  and  Benedetto  Pistrucci 
were  in  the  habit  of  doing,  and  all  he  appears  to  have  wanted,  in  the  main,  was  to  be 
left  alone  to  get  on  with  his  work. 

Merlen’s  relationship  with  his  counterparts,  however,  appears  to  have  been  a 
little  strained  on  certain  occasions.  He  appears  to  have  had  disagreements  with  Wyon 
and  Pistrucci  from  time  to  time,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  had  an  extremely  good 
relationship  with  either.  A  factor,  however,  which  may  have  had  an  effect  on  his 
relations  with  these  two  men  was  possibly  the  somewhat  unsatisfactory  situation 
that  existed  between  them  (i.e.  William  Wyon  and  Benedetto  Pistrucci). 

I  will  first  deal  with  Merlen  and  Pistrucci.  Pistrucci  appears  to  have  been  a 
typical  Italian,  very  elated  one  moment,  depressed  the  next,  and  very  quick  to  take 
offence.  The  fact  that  Pistrucci  always  refers  to  Merlen  as  a  “Frenchman”  does  not 
give  rise  to  any  impression  that  the  two  men  were  on  good  terms.  Unlike  Merlen, 
Pistrucci  was  not  a  diligent  worker,  and  was  always  ready  with  excuses  for  delays  on 
his  part.  Even  under  the  best  of  conditions  such  a  state  of  affairs  would  be  bound  to 
give  rise  to  a  certain  amount  of  ill-feeling.  It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  in  1824  these 
two  men  had  a  serious  disagreement,  and  this  was  reported  to  the  Mint  Board. 
This  incident  could  have  been  the  reason  why  in  1829  when  ordering  a  new  staircase 
to  be  constructed  to  Pistrucci’s  workroom,  and  for  the  adjoining  room  to  be  fitted 
out  for  Merlen’s  use,  that  the  Mint  Board  ordered  each  room  should  have  a  separate 
entrance.  Consequently,  the  two  men  would  not  have  to  be  in  continual  contact  with 
one  another,  the  implication  being  that  relations  were  still  strained  after  a  lapse  of 
five  years.  Another  indication  that  their  relationship  was  not  as  harmonious  as  it 
could  have  been,  is  that  Pistrucci  in  his  evidence  to  the  1848  Commission  on  the 
Royal  Mint  could  refer  quite  sourly  to  the  increase  in  Merlen’s  salary  in  1824 — 
twenty  four  years  earlier. 

With  regard  to  William  Wyon  the  picture  is  not  very  clear.  These  two  men 
worked  together  for  over  nineteen  years,  and  at  times  there  was  a  certain  amount  of 
friction  between  them.  William  Wyon  was  slightly  embittered  over  the  Chief 
Engraver  incident  of  1817,  a  matter  which  I  will  shortly  deal  with,  and  seems  to  have 
been  a  quiet  man,  but  was  very  jealous  of  his  position  at  the  Mint.  Wyon  obviously 
felt  that  any  criticism  was  a  slur  on  his  character,  and  any  refusal  to  obey  his  com¬ 
mands  an  insult  to  his  position.  A  good  example  of  this  is  when  he  had  a  difference 
of  opinion  with  the  Moneyers  of  the  Mint.  The  result  of  this  incident  was  a  lengthy 
letter  to  the  Master  telling  him  how  wrong  it  was  to  allow  Moneyers  to  treat  him 
without  due  respect.  William  Wyon  also  longed  for  a  return  to  the  position  in  1816, 
when  his  cousin  Thomas  Wyon  had  been  Chief  Engraver.  He  refers  to  this  in  his 
bitter  report  to  the  1837  Committee  on  the  Royal  Mint  as  follows: 

“The  Chief  Engraver  has  no  control  whatever  over  the  Second  Engraver;  the  consequence 
is,  that  dies  frequently  do  not  correspond  in  many  particulars  that  are  very  necessary  to  the 
perfection  of  the  coinage  and  it  becomes  a  matter  of  difficulty  to  decide  where  the  fault  lies. 
This  imperfection  could  easily  be  remedied  by  giving  the  Chief  Engraver  the  entire  direction 
and  consequently  making  him  responsible  to  the  Master  for  the  execution  of  the  dies,  whilst 
at  the  same  time  this  arrangement  would  only  be  a  return  to  the  original  regulations  of  the 
Mint  and  which  were  in  operation  when  I  entered  the  office  of  Second  Engraver.”  (Wyon 
was  appointed  Second  Engraver  on  25th  May,  1816). 

The  reference  to  “particulars  not  corresponding”,  is  almost  certainly  connected 
with  the  differences  in  1831  between  Merlen  and  Wyon  over  who  was  responsible 
for  the  delay  in  the  production  of  the  Sovereign,  the  dies  for  which  Merlen  had  been 
re-touching.  Merlen  maintained  that  Wyon  was  responsible  as  he  and  Mr.  Barton, 
the  Comptroller,  had  ordered  him  to  re- touch  the  Reverse  die  for  this  coin.  Wyon, 
however,  does  not  appear  to  have  agreed  with  this. 
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There  are  two  other  instances  similar  to  the  1831  incident.  On  12th  October, 
1838,  the  Governor  of  the  Bank  of  England  wrote  to  the  Master  of  the  Mint  com¬ 
plaining  about  the  lack  of  new  Half  Sovereigns.  The  Master  replied  to  the  Governor 
almost  immediately,  stating  that  supplies  would  soon  be  available,  and  then  contacted 
William  Wyon  about  the  delay.  Apparently  Wyon  blamed  Merlen  for  the  delay,  and 
when  the  Master  consulted  Merlen  about  this,  Merlen  blamed  Wyon.  A  few  months 
later  there  was  another  incident  similar  to  this.  In  January,  1839,  Merlen  stated  his 
intention  of  working  on  the  letters  of  the  obverse  matrix  of  the  Shilling  as  he  was 
not  satisfied  with  them.  Wyon,  however,  would  not  let  Merlen  have  the  matrix  to 
work  on,  as  he  required  it  himself  in  order  that  he  might  re-touch  the  head.  On  7th 
January,  1839,  Merlen  appealed  to  the  Mint  Board  to  direct  Wyon  to  let  him  have 
the  matrix,  but  his  request  was  declined  by  the  Board.  He  informed  the  Board, 
therefore,  that  should  there  be  any  delay  no  blame  should  be  laid  at  his  door,  as  he 
had  not  been  allowed  to  put  in  the  fresh  letters  he  had  thought  necessary. 

Whilst  Merlen’s  relations  with  Wyon  and  Pistrucci  may  not  have  been  as  good  as 
they  could  have  been,  it  is  possible  that  at  times  he  may  have  been  caught  up  in  the 
enmity  that  existed  between  these  two  men,  which  had  arisen  as  a  result  of  their 
differences  over  who  should  be  Chief  Engraver.  Pistrucci  could  not  be  formally 
appointed  Chief  Engraver  as  like  Merlen  he  was  an  alien  and  came  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Statute  of  Limitations.  After  Thomas  Wyon’s  death  in  the  Autumn  of 
1817,  the  post  of  Chief  Engraver  was  left  nominally  vacant  and  the  duties  exercised 
by  Pistrucci.  For  this,  he  was  paid  £500  per  annum  and  received  the  Chief  Engraver’s 
residence  at  the  Royal  Mint.  Pistrucci  appears  to  have  received  these  duties  on  the 
recommendation  of  Pole  (Lord  Maryborough  from  1821),  who  considered  that  at 
that  time  there  was  no  one  else  capable  of  executing  the  duties  to  the  same  degree  of 
exactitude  and  precision.  The  “appointment”  of  Pistrucci  was  resented  by  William 
Wyon  who  felt  that  as  Second  Engraver  he  should  have  been  promoted  to  Chief 
Engraver,  and  from  this  time  relations  between  the  two  men  sadly  deteriorated.  On 
one  side  was  Pistrucci  executing  the  duties  but  unable  to  be  given  a  formal  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  on  the  other,  William  Wyon,  eligible  for  a  formal  appointment,  who  like 
Pistrucci  wanted  to  be  Chief  Engraver,  but  was  unable  to  be  given  the  Post  as 
William  Wellesley  Pole  had  given  the  duties  to  Benedetto  Pistrucci.  It  is  no  wonder 
then  that  relations  between  the  two  men  never  reached  a  high  degree  of  trust.  The 
fact  that  Pistrucci  was  being  paid  for  carrying  out  the  duties  of  the  Chief  Engraver, 
though  Wyon  and  Merlen  were  responsible  for  the  execution  of  the  majority  of  work, 
cannot  have  helped  matters. 

It  was  this  state  of  affairs  that  made  it  necessary  for  Merlen  to  engrave  the 
obverse  dies  for  the  1823  Double  Sovereign,  a  task  for  which  he  was  not  well  suited. 
This  incident,  however,  provided  the  basis  for  Pistrucci’s  eventual  removal  from  his 
position  as  unofficial  chief  engraver,  culminating  in  the  reorganisation  of  the  Die 
Department  in  1827,  and  William  Wyon’s  promotion  to  the  post  of  Chief  Engraver 
by  a  Royal  Warrant  dated  15th  January,  1828.  In  any  event  matters  had  probably 
improved  by  1825  when  Pistrucci  ceased  to  have  any  real  connection  with  the  coinage, 
although  his  obverse  device  was  used  on  Maundy  coins  until  the  death  of  George  IV 
in  1830.  It  would  appear,  however,  that  Merlen  was  responsible  for  the  engraving 
of  the  matrices  for  the  obverses  of  these  coins  as  he  says  in  his  memorial  asking  for 
permission  to  retire: 

“In  1822  I  engraved  the  head  of  the  King  on  four  matrices  for  the  little  Maundy  Thursday 
pieces  as  well  as  modelling  and  engraving  the  four  reverses.”  (translated) 

The  evidence  given  by  these  two  men  in  1837  and  1848  illustrates  the  gulf  between 
them,  but  to  go  into  their  lengthy  allegations  and  counter  allegations  will  shed  little 
light  on  Merlen’s  position  at  the  Mint. 
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To  ruin  to  the  more  pleasant  subject  of  Merlen’s  works,  I  shall  only  be  listing 
in  detail  his  work  at  the  Royal  Mint  on  the  English  and  Colonial  Coinages,  and  certain 
medals.  To  deal  with  his  work  in  France  under  the  First  Empire  would  take  too  long, 
and  in  any  event,  these  works  are  excellently  covered  by  Edwards  in  his  book 
“Napoleon  Medals”.  Most  coin  collectors  will,  I  think,  agree  that  during  his  stay 
at  the  Royal  M  int  Merlen  achieved  a  standard  of  work  that  has  seldom  been  equalled 
before  or  since  on  the  reverse  devices  of  the  English  coinage.  Hawkins  in  his  book 
“Silver  Coinage  of  England”  says  of  the  first  reverse  design  produced  by  Merlen 
shortly  after  his  arrival  from  France : 

“This  reverse  was  engraved  by  Merlin,  a  native  of  France,  and  eminent  for  the  neatness, 
elegance  and  minuteness  of  detail  with  which  he  executed  all  works  of  this  description.” 
(Coin  George  IV  (1)) 

Hawkins  undoubtedly  admired  Merlen’s  work  and  of  the  1826  Crown  says: 

“This  reverse  is  beautifully  executed  by  Merlin  .  .  .  These  pieces  are  exceedingly  beauti¬ 
ful,  but,  though  dies  were  prepared  in  1828  and  1829  none  were  actually  struck  for  currency.” 

The  reason  for  making  further  dies  in  1828  was  that  the  country  was  apparently 
facing  a  financial  crisis,  and  according  to  evidence  presented  to  the  1837  Committee 
an  order  was  made  that  year  to  purchase  sufficient  silver  to  coin  1,000,000  crowns: 

“To  be  held  in  readiness  to  supply  any  deficiency  in  the  circulating  medium.” 

This  emergency  does  not  appear  to  have  materialised,  however,  and  as  no  extra 
demand  came,  Mr.  J.  C.  Herries  of  the  Mint  ordered  the  silver  to  be  sold  on  15th 
August,  1828.  Consequently  the  coin  was  not  produced  in  large  quantities,  which  is 
a  pity  in  view  of  its  outstanding  beauty,  and  the  high  price  it  commands  (£300) — a 
price  which  the  average  coin  collector  finds  prohibitive.  An  anonymous  letter  received 
by  the  Mint  in  connection  with  the  Crown  of  1826  contains  the  following  passage: 

“29th  April,  1826.  .  .  .  There  is  a  vulgar  affectation  of  Grandeur  about  the  arms  on  the 
other  side;”  (This  letter  is  still  preserved  at  the  Mint).

THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  REPUBLIC  OF  ECUADOR

Part  I.  1833-1862 

Unlike  many  of  the  South  American  republics,  Ecuador  did  not  inherit  any  of 
the  Spanish  American  mints,  and  the  collector  of  Ecuadorean  coins  is  therefore 
restricted  to  the  period  since  independance.  In  the  days  of  the  Spanish  Empire,  the 
coinage  circulating  in  the  Presidency  of  Quito  emanated  mainly  from  the  mints  of 
A  Potosi,  Lima,  Bogota  and  Popayan,  which  are  now  the  preserves  of  the  collector  of 
Bolivian,  Peruvian  or  Colombian  coins.  Even  after  independance  from  Spain, 
Ecuador  was  for  eight  years  part  of  the  Republic  of  Gran  Colombia,  and  did  not 
become  a  separate  entity  until  13  May  1830. 

On  9  November  1831  the  first  President  of  Ecuador,  General  Juan  Jose  Flores, 
approved  a  decree  that  a  mint  would  be  established  in  Quito  to  coin  dobloons, 
escudos  and  half  escudos  in  gold,  and  reales,  half  reales  and  quarter  reales  in  silver, 
of  the  same  type,  weight  and  fineness  as  those  then  being  coined  in  Popayan.  Further 
decrees  of  12  January  and  28  February  1833  established  the  types  of  the  dobloon, 
escudo,  peseta  (two  reales),  real  and  half  real  as  issued,  with  the  inscriptions  el  poder 
en  la  constitucion  and  el  Ecuador  en  Colombia.  All  the  coins  were  to  have  an 
obverse  design  of  two  hills,  joined  at  the  base,  with  an  eagle  on  top  of  each  hill  and 
the  sun  between,  while  the  reverse  design  was  to  be,  on  the  silver,  the  arms  of 
Colombia  (cornucopiae  and  fasces  superimposed  on  a  bow  and  arrows),  and  on  the 
gold  what  is  described  as  the  head  of  a  female  indian,  her  head  bound  with  a  ribbon 
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bearing  the  word  libertad.  The  design  is,  however,  the  same  as  that  used  on  the 
Gran  Colombian  gold  since  1822,  which  is  described  in  a  decree  approved  on  6 
October  1821  by  Vice-President  Francisco  de  Paula  Santander  as  “the  bust  of 
Liberty,  in  Roman  dress,  her  head  bound  with  a  band  on  which  is  engraved  the 
word  libertad”.  These  coins  were  issued  from  1833  to  1835,  and  ail  bear  the  assayer’s 
initials  Gj. 

In  1835  the  Constituent  Assembly  adopted  republica  del  Ecuador  (Republic  of 
the  Equator)  as  the  country’s  official  designation,  and  this  inscription  appears  on  the 
coins  from  1836  onwards.  On  the  reverse  of  the  gold  4  Escudo  coin,  issued  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  a  decree  of  President  Vicente  Rocafuerte  dated  14  July  1836,  the  sun  is 
shewn  in  a  segment  of  the  zodiac  indicating  the  Equator.  On  the  right  are  the  two 
principal  peaks  of  Pichincha,  the  volcano  overlooking  the  capital  city  of  Quito,  the 
nearer  one  with  the  condor  on  top  being  Guagua  Pichincha,  and  the  one  behind 
belching  out  smoke  being  Ruco  Pichincha  (Guagua  and  Rucu  mean  “baby”  and 
“old”  in  Quechua,  the  Inca  language  which  is  still  widely  spoken  in  Ecuador).  On  H 
the  left  is  a  smaller  peak  with  a  tower  on  top  and  another  condor  on  top  of  that. 
Above  the  sun  are  seven  stars  representing  the  seven  provinces  of  the  Republic.  A 
gold  8  Escudos  was  added  to  the  series  in  1838  and  a  silver  4  Reales  in  1840.  The 
Assayers’  initials  are  Gj  or  fp  in  1836,  fp  in  1837,  st  or  mv  in  1838,  and  MV  in  all  later 
years  until  the  issue  ends  with  the  4  Reales  and  8  Escudos  of  1843.  Some  of  the  2 
Reales  1837  fp  and  1838  st  have  the  inscription  republica  del  Ecuador  round  the 
two  hills,  and  el  poder  en  la  constitution  round  the  fasces  and  cornucopiae  of 
Colombia  instead  of  the  other  way  round  as  is  usual. 

A  decree  approved  by  General  Flores  on  19  June  1843  authorised  a  new 
coinage  of  eight,  four,  two,  one  and  half  Escudos  in  gold  and  eight,  four,  two,  one, 
half  and  quarter  Reales  in  silver.  Only  the  eight  Escudos  and  the  four  and  quarter 
Reales  were  issued,  and  of  these  the  quarter  Real  does  not  conform  to  the  design 
specified.  The  obverse  was  to  be  a  shield,  of  some  complexity  on  the  larger  denomina¬ 
tions  and  increasingly  simplified  for  the  smaller  coins,  and  the  reverse  the  bust  of 
Bolivar.  The  complete  shield,  as  prescribed  for  the  eight,  four  and  two  Escudos  and 
eight,  four  and  two  Reales  contained  the  sun  in  a  section  of  the  zodiac  representing 
the  Equator,  on  a  blue  field,  an  open  book  bearing  the  numbers  I,  n,  in  and  IV 
representing  the  four  Articles  of  the  Constitution,  on  a  gold  field,  a  horse  on  a  green 
field,  a  ship  sailing  on  a  river  on  a  blue  field,  and  a  volcano  on  a  silver  field,  the  whole 
being  surmounted  by  a  condor  with  wings  outstretched.  The  assayer’s  initials  are 
mv  throughout  this  issue. 

A  decree  approved  by  President  Vicente  Ramon  Roca  on  21  November  1846  || 
authorised  the  issue  of  the  same  denominations  as  the  1843  decree,  but  the  Ecua¬ 
dorean  national  shield  was  to  replace  the  former  shield  on  all  denominations  except 
the  quarter  Real,  which  bore  the  words  UN  cuarto  instead,  and  the  bust  of  Liberty 
was  to  replace  that  of  Bolivar  on  the  silver.  The  fineness  of  the  eight  Reales,  which  had 
not  previously  been  issued,  was  raised  to  10  cwt.  20  grs.,  but  the  rest  of  the  silver 
remained  at  8dwt.  and  the  gold  at  21  carats.  Again  only  the  eight  Escudos  appears  of 
the  authorised  gold  denominations,  but  the  silver  series  is  complete  with  the  exception 
of  the  one  Real.  The  steamship  which  appears  in  the  arms  of  Ecuador  on  the  1846 
eight  Reales  and  all  later  coins  up  to  the  present  day  commemorates  the  establish¬ 
ment,  in  1840,  of  the  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company,  founded  by  William 
Wheelwright,  United  States  Consul  in  Guayaquil.  During  this  issue  the  assayer’s 
initials  are  GJ  throughout. 

On  5  December  1856  the  Acting  Head  of  State,  Senor  Marcos  Espinel,  approved 
a  decree  establishing  the  metric  system  of  weights  and  measures  and  a  monetary 
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system  based  on  the  French  franc.  Pattern  five  franc  pieces  in  .900  silver  and  fifty 
franc  pieces  in  gold  were  minted  in  1858  and  1862  respectively,  but  in  1862  silver 
two  and  four  Reales  were  again,  and  for  the  last  time,  issued  for  circulation.  The 
latter,  however,  make  one  concession  to  decimalisation,  in  that  the  fineness  is  shewn 
as  0.666  instead  of  8  dwt.  as  previously.  These  were  Ecuador’s  last  non-decimal  coins 
(in  which  respect  Ecuador  was  105  years  ahead  of  Great  Britain)  and  also  the  last 
coins  to  be  minted  in  Quito.

CADET  FORCES  MEDAL

In  June  1950  a  Royal  Warrant  was  published  in  Army  Order  75  of  1950  author¬ 
ising  the  award  of  a  new  medal  to  be  known  as  The  Cadet  Forces  Medal.  The 
medal  in  cupro-nickel  was  circular  in  shape  with  the  crowned  effigy  of  the  Sovereign 
on  the  obverse  and  an  inscription  “The  Cadet  Forces  Medal”,  with  a  representation 
of  a  torch  on  the  reverse.  The  name  of  the  recipient  being  stamped  on  the  rim  of  the 
medal.  The  medal  was  to  be  worn  with  1.25  in.  wide  ribbon  in  green  with  yellow 
edges,  narrow  stripes  of  dark  blue,  red  and  light  blue  (representing  the  three  armed 
services).  The  light  blue  of  the  ribbon  is  worn  nearest  the  left  shoulder. 

The  medal  is  worn  by  the  Sovereign  and  Princess’s  of  the  Royal  Family  to  whom 
the  Sovereign  confers  the  award.  In  addition  to  the  Royal  Family  the  award  is  also 
made  to  Commissioned  Officers  serving  in  the  Reserve  or  Auxiliary  or  Volunteer 
Forces  who  served  with  or  in  Units  of  Service  Cadets.  Commissioned  Officers 
covered  those  holding  commissions  granted  by  the  Sovereign,  Admiralty,  Lord 
Lieutenants  or  by  the  Air  Council  and  those  given  appointments  prior  to  1st  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1942  as  Officers  by  the  Navy  League  or  the  Air  League;  the  award  was  open 
to  all  those  catagories  who  were  seving  on  or  after  the  3rd  September  1939.  Chief 
Petty  Officer  Instructors  and  adult  Warrant  Officers  of  Service  Cadets  who  were 
serving  on  or  after  the  3rd  September  1939  were  also  elegible  for  the  award. 

The  award  could  be  made  to  all  those  elegible  who  served  with  the  Service  Cadets 
raised  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Colonies  and  to  the  Dominions  (if  they  so  desired) 

Recipients  required  twelve  years  service,  subsequent  to  3rd  September,  1926, 
to  qualify  for  the  medal,  with  Second  World  War  service  counting  double.  Any 
service  however  that  had  qualified  a  potential  recipient  for  any  other  Efficiency  or 
Long  Service  award  was  not  allowed  to  count.  The  only  exception  to  twelve  years 
qualifying  service  was  where  service  had  been  terminated  by  a  disability  of  a  per¬ 
manent  nature  during  the  Second  World  War,  and  even  so  to  be  eligible  eleven  years 
reckonable  service  was  required. 

A  further  period  of  twelve  years  service  qualified  the  recipient  to  a  clasp  to  the 
medal  which  is  in  cupro-nickel. If  the  ribbon  only  is  being  worn  then  a  cupro-nickel 
rose  emblem  is  attached  to  the  ribbon. 

As  with  all  other  Efficiency  and  Long  Service  awards,  the  medal  could  only  be 
granted  if  it  were  certified  that  the  recipient  was  efficient  and  in  every  way  deserving 
of  the  award. 

The  order  of  wearing  the  medal  is  after  the  Kings/Queens  Medal  for  Champion 
Shots  of  the  Military  Forces  and  before  the  Rocket  Apparatus  Volunteer  Long 
Service  Medal.  The  medal  could  be  forfeited  and  restored,  it  could  be  forfeited  if  the 
recipient’s  service  was  terminated  for  misconduct,  or  neglect  of  duty,  and  any  holder 
of  the  award  be  he  serving  or  not,  could  be  made  to  forfeit  the  award  if  convicted  of 
treason,  sedition,  cowardice,  mutiny,  desertion  or  disgraceful  conduct  of  an  unnatural 
kind. 
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Service  as  a  Cadet  was  not  allowed  to  count  towards  eligibility,  nor  was  service 
in  an  honary  rank  such  as  honary  Colonel  allowed  to  count. 

Detailed  regulations  for  the  award  were  given  in  Army  Order  76  of  1950. 

In  1965  an  amendment  published  in  Army  Order  42  of  1965  made  certain 
changes  to  the  Royal  Warrant  of  1950,  this  permitted  the  rank  of  Petty  Officer 
Instructor  to  become  elegible  for  the  award  under  the  same  conditions  as  a  Chief 
Petty  Officer  Instructor.  A  further  amendment  was  made  to  the  order  in  which  the 
medal  was  worn  and  added  that  it  would  also  be  worn  after  the  Queen’s  Medal  for 
Champion  Shots  of  the  Air  Forces  and  before  the  Coast  Life  Saving  Corps  Long 
Service  Medal. 

Army  Order  45  of  1965  made  minor  amendments  to  the  regulations  contained  in 
Army  Order  76  of  1950.

A  Cunobeline  Bronze  Coin  from  Holmpton.  Coins  of  the  Ancient  Britons,  which  were 
struck  before  the  Roman  conquest,  are  among  the  rarest  of  archaeological  discoveries  in  the 
North  of  England,  but  one  has  turned  up  at  Holmpton.  It  was  found  by  Mr.  Douglas  H. 
Hewitt,  a  member  of  the  Hull  Museums  staff,  while  he  was  fishing  from  the  beach. 

The  bronze  coin  is  from  the  reign  of  Cunobeline — the  Cymbeline  of  legend — who  ruled 
South-East  Britain  from  his  capital  of  Camulodunum,  near  Colchester,  from  about  a.d.  10-40. 

The  quarterly  Hull  Museums  Bulletin  says  that  the  coin  appears  to  be  the  first  of  Cuno- 
beline’s  reign  and  is  the  first  bronze  Celtic  coin  to  be  found  in  Yorkshire.  Like  the  earlier 
gold  staters  which  have  been  found  close  to  the  Humber  estuary  and  the  later  Gallic  butt 
beakers  from  North  Ferribv,  it  is  evidence  of  trade  up  the  east  coast  and  into  the  Humber 
prior  to  the  period  of  the  Roman  conquest. — Hull  Daily  Mail ,  27  January ,  1969. 

Earning  a  Packet.  Thirty  volunteer  diggers  at  the  site  of  a  Roman  villa  at  Rockbourne, 
Dorset,  have  each  been  given  a  packet  of  coins  from  the  8,000  hoard  they  uncovered. — Sun, 
17  February,  1969. 

Inquest  on  Wrexham  Hoard  found  in  1921.  Mr.  Edmund  Pickles,  East  Denbighshire 
Coroner,  is  to  hold  an  inquest  on  68  coins,  mainly  from  the  reign  of  Henry  III,  found  48  years 
ago  in  an  earthenware  jug  of  the  same  period  by  the  late  Mr.  George  Williams  while  building 
a  house  for  his  family  at  Chester  Road,  Wrexham. 

When  her  husband  died  in  1966  Mrs.  Williams  gave  them  to  Mr.  J.  N.  Hall,  who  bought 
the  house.  His  wife  had  them  identified  at  the  Grosvenor  Museum,  Chester.— London  edition, 
The  Times,  6  February,  1969. 

A  ‘Long  Cross’  Penny  Hoard  from  Colchester.  A  massive  hoard  of  thirteenth-century 
silver  pennies  was  found  by  a  workman  on  a  building  site  in  Colchester,  Essex,  yesterday. 
The  coins,  numbering  about  10,000,  were  in  a  heavy  lead  casket  a  few  feet  from  where  a  similar 
hoard  was  found  in  1902.  Mr.  George  Purvis,  of  Osborne  Street,  Colchester,  was  digging  four 
feet  below  the  level  of  surrounding  ground  when  his  shovel  struck  the  casket,  sending  the  lid 
flying. 

Mr.  David  Clarke,  curator  of  Colchester  Museum,  examined  the  coins.  Later  they  were 
taken  to  the  local  police  station,  where  they  will  remain  locked  up  until  Mr.  Peter  Benham,  the 
coroner,  has  held  an  inquest.  Most  of  the  coins  appeared  to  have  long  crosses  on  the  reverse 
side.  Up  to  the  reign  of  Henry  III  most  pennies  had  what  is  known  as  the  short  cross  on  the 
back.  The  condition  of  the  coins  was  said  to  be  “sparkling”. 

The  hoard  found  near  by  in  1902  is  thought  to  have  contained  coins  of  a  slightly  earlier 
period. 

“If  the  coroner  decides  that  the  coins  are  treasure  trove,  it  will  be  for  the  British  Museum 
to  decide  what  happens  to  them”,  Mr.  Clarke  said. — The  Times,  14  February,  1969. 

P.S.  A  count  has  established  that  the  hoard  of  13th  century  silver  coins  unearthed  by  a 
workman  on  a  building  site  in  the  centre  of  Colchester  comprised  a  total  of  14,105  pieces. 

Mr.  D.  T.  Clarke,  curator  of  Colchester  Museum,  has  said  that  coins  of  this  kind  have  been 
sold  in  London  at  about  £\  each.  But  he  emphasised  that  this  was  the  price  at  which  dealers 
sold  them,  and  not  the  buying  price. 

The  Colchester  find  is  principally  coins  of  Henry  III  with  some  Scottish  coins.  “We  shall 
be  able  to  make  a  more  accurate  statement  on  what  they  are  when  we  have  more  time  to  look 
at  them”,  said  Mr.  Clarke  today. — Ipszvich  Evening  Star ,  15  February,  1969. 

A  Seventeenth  Century  Hoard  from  Wick.  During  excavations  at  Hillhead  where 
Wick’s  new  primary  school  is  to  built  a  collection  of  73  ancient  coins  were  unearthed  yesterday 
(Thursday).  . 

The  coins,  not  unlike  a  five-shilling  piece,  are  of  white  metal.  They  are  16th  and  17th 
century  and  are  of  varied  types  from  more  than  one  Continental  country.  They  were  unearthed 
by  an  excavator  driven  by  John  Williamson,  10  Achingale  Place,  Watten,  and  were  spotted  by 
his  companion,  Alex  Ross,  labourer,  37  Hill  Avenue,  Wick. 

The  police  have  taken  possession  of  the  collection. — John  O' Groat  Journal,  1  January,  1969. 
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A  Guinea  Hoard  from  Westmancote.  What  a  workman  thought  was  a  ball  of  screwed- 
up  paper  under  the  floorboards  of  a  house  at  Westmancote,  turned  out  to  be  a  bag  of  treasure, 
an  inquest  jury  heard  at  Pershore  yesterday.  The  eight-man  jury  sitting,  with  the  South 
Worcestershire  Coroner,  Mr.  H.  J.  H.  Saunders,  decided  that  the  57  rose  and  spade  golden 
guineas  and  two  silver  shillings  dating  from  the  18th  century  found  at  the  home  of  Mr.  J.  I. 
Morris  of  Tudor  House,  Westmancote  was  treasure  trove. 

The  coins  will  go  to  the  Crown.  Those  retained  by  the  Treasury  will  be  paid  for  at  the  full 
market  value  and  the  money,  and  any  coins  not  required,  will  be  given  to  the  finder. 

Mr.  Frank  Hancock,  of  Albert  Road,  Cheltenham,  told  the  jury  he  saw  what  appeared  to 
be  a  ball  of  paper  as  he  was  taking  up  the  floorboards  in  the  bedroom  while  installing  central 
heating.  As  he  pulled  the  “paper”  out,  two  gold  coins  fell  out,  and  then  the  other  coins  were 
found. 

In  his  summing  up,  the  coroner  said  the  coins  were  apparently  hidden  at  the  time  of  the 
French  Revolution  when  there  was  much  anxiety  in  the  country. — Birmingham  Post ,  25 
January ,  1969. 

A  Gold  Hoard  from  Hyde.  An  inquest  is  to  be  held  at  Hyde,  Cheshire,  on  a  hoard  of 
gold  coins  found  by  John  Crossland,  aged  14,  under  the  floorboards  of  a  bedroom  at  his  home 
in  Woodhead  Road,  Tintwistle. 

There  were  11  sovereigns  and  34  half-sovereigns,  all  in  mint  condition  and  dating  from 
1830  to  1870. — London  edition ,  The  Times,  30  December,  1968. 

Victorian  Silver  Hoard  from  Poringland.  Forty-seven  silver  coins,  which  were 
found  by  two  men  while  renovating  a  cottage  at  Poringland,  were  treasure  trove,  a  jury  decided 
at  an  inquest  in  the  village  yesterday.  Three  of  the  coins  were  found  by  Mr.  Trevor  Anthony 
Nelson,  a  chef  in  the  Royal  Navy,  of  Grapes  Hill,  Norwich,  and  the  rest  by  the  owner  of  the 
cottage,  Mr.  Richard  Jeeves,  a  photographer,  of  the  “Eastern  Daily  Press”. 

The  foreman  of  the  jury,  Mr.  Kenneth  William  Meazey,  said  they  had  decided  the  coins 
were  hidden  with  a  view  to  reclamation  at  a  later  date  and  they  were  jointly  found  by  Mr. 
Nelson  and  Mr.  Jeeves.  They  praised  Mr.  Nelson  for  his  honesty. 

Mr.  Frederick  Bell,  Norwich  District  Coroner,  said  in  view  of  what  the  jury  had  decided 
the  coins  would  now  be  “seized  by  the  Crown”  and  sent  by  him — after  a  report — to  the 
British  Museum.  The  Museum  would  decide  what  was  to  be  done,  said  Mr.  Bell,  and  the  three 
main  parties  involved  would  be  told  the  result  of  the  report  from  London. 

Mr.  Nelson  told  the  jury  he  was  helping  Mr.  Jeeves  with  alterations  to  Ormesby  Cottage 
and  he  found  three  Victorian  coins — a  2s  6d.  piece,  a  Is  piece  and  a  6d  piece — on  the  floor. 
Mr.  Jeeves  said  he  was  clearing  some  exposed  joints  in  the  ceiling  above  the  dining  room  and 
discovered  two  hessian  bags  containing  more  coins.  They  were  later  taken  to  Norwich  Museum 
and  then  to  the  police. — Eastern  Evening  News ,  15  February,  1969. 

Wantage  Treasure  Trove.  A  hoard  of  45  sovereigns  and  220  half-sovereigns  spanning 
three  reigns  from  1859-1915  were  seized  for  the  Queen  as  treasure  trove  at  a  Wantage  inquest 
on  Thursday. 

The  coins,  which  have  a  face  value  of  £155  but  would  be  worth  six  times  that  figure  or 
more,  were  seized  by  Mr.  Norman  Bromley  Challenor  (Coroner  for  North  West  Berkshire) 
and  will  be  handed  to  the  British  Museum. 

The  Jury  heard  from  Mr.  Aubrey  G.  Pocock,  a  farmer,  how  he  had  found  the  coins,  all 
well  preserved,  in  a  mustard  tin  wrapped  up  in  material  beneath  a  loose  floorboard  in  an 
under-stairs  cupboard  on  July  20th  last  year,  four  months  after  he  moved  into  14,  Lark  Hill, 
Wantage,  from  Chestnuts,  Charlton  Village,  Wantage. 

The  house  had  belonged  to  his  brother-in-law,  Mr.  Herbert  Smith,  for  about  a  year  before 
he  bought  it  and  for  some  years  before  that  a  Mr.  H.  Seymour,  a  bachelor,  had  lived  there. 

Sgt.  J.  Gutteridge  said  the  45  sovereigns  were  dated  between  1859-1912,  and  the  half- 
sovereigns  from  1866-1915.  Mr.  Seymour  had  died  in  June,  1964. 

The  mustard  tin  in  which  the  coins  were  found  was  of  a  design  used  by  the  firm  between 
1912-1918. 

The  Jury  decided  that  the  coins  had  been  concealed  deliberately  and  that  Mr.  Pocock  had 
not  concealed  his  find. 

Explaining  to  the  Jury  how  such  inquests  had  been  carried  out  since  1135,  Mr.  Challenor 
said  the  legislation  for  deciding  such  issues  provided  for  the  finder  who  declared  coins  decided 
to  be  treasure  trove  to  be  “treated  with  liberality”  by  the  Crown. — Reading  Mercury ,  1  February, 
1969. 
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Confiscation  of  1965  Gold  Halfpenny.  A  gold  halfpenny  seized  by  police  after  being 
offered  for  sale  by  auction  was  branded  in  a  Birmingham  court  yesterday  as  a  counterfeit  by 
the  stipendiary,  Mr.  John  F.  Milward,  who  ordered  the  22-carat  gold  alloy  coin  to  be  handed 
over  to  the  Royal  Mint. 

The  police  application  for  an  order  under  the  Coinage  Offences  Act,  1936,  had  been 
contested  by  Mr.  Maurice  Putsman,  representing  the  Format  Coin  and  Medal  Company  who 
submitted  the  com  for  auction  as  a  1965  halfpenny. 

He  said  the  company  had  been  acting  for  a  client  whose  name  had  not  been  disclosed  to  him. 

Mr.  A.  R.  Arniel,  for  the  police,  said  there  was  no  evidence  of  an  offence  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Ernest  Newman,  chemist  and  assayer  of  the  Mint,  said  the  coin  was  counterfeit — one 
which  had  not  been  legally  or  accidentally  made  by  the  Mint. 

Mr.  Putsman  submitted  that  the  coin  was  not  counterfeit  or  false  but  a  piece  of  gold  alloy 
made  in  the  form  of  a  halfpenny  with  no  intention  to  deceive  or  represent  a  coin  of  higher 
denomination. 

The  stipendiary  ruled  that  the  coin  was  counterfeit  because  it  was  false  and  resembled  a 
current  coin  of  the  realm. 

After  the  case,  Mr.  William  Baird,  superintendent  of  the  Mint,  said  the  coin  could  be 
retained  in  the  Mint’s  museum. — Nottingham  Guardian ,  21  February ,  1969. 

Accused  of  Smuggling  Coins.  An  international  coin-smuggling  operation,  said  to  involve 
a  number  of  well-to-do  people,  was  alleged  in  Belfast  Magistrates  Court  on  Wednesday. 
The  operation,  said  to  involve  £250,000,  was  mentioned  by  Mr.  David  Haggan,  Crown 
solicitor,  in  opposing  bail  for  Mr.  Donald  McVeigh  (41),  a  lorry  driver  of  Strand  Road,  Derry, 
who  is  charged  with  being  knowingly  concerned  at  Belfast  Airport  on  September  16th  last  in 
the  export  of  30  boxes  of  pre-1947  silver  coins  worth  about  £13,000,  with  intent  to  evade  a 
Customs  prohibition  order. 

Mr.  Haggan  said:  “The  offence  is  a  revenue  one  and  as  such  it  would  not  be  possible  to 
extradite  McVeigh  if  her  wTere  to  abscond  to  southern  Ireland.  There  is  also  the  question  of  a 
conspiracy  charge  with  other  parties  concerned”,  he  added. 

Mr.  Haggan  told  the  court  that  coins  had  been  smuggled  out  in  56  to  57  separate  consign¬ 
ments.  The  face  value  was  £150,000,  but  their  intrinsic  value  was  £250,000.  McVeigh  would 
be  charged  in  relation  to  the  majority  of  the  consignments. 

Mr.  James  Johnston,  defending  said  he  had  been  instructed  that  McVeigh  had  a  perfect 
answer  to  the  charge  and  asked  that  he  be  released  on  bail  so  that  the  defence  could  be  prepared. 

McVeigh  was  released  on  bail  of  £15,000 — two  sureties  of  £5,000  each  plus  £5,000  in  his 
own  recognisance. — Irish  Tunes ,  7  February,  1969. 

Six  are  Fined  £2,300  for  Gold  Offences.  Miss  Elizabeth  Mary  Thompson,  a  Black¬ 
burn  market  trader,  of  Wellfield  Road,  Preston,  was  fined  £350  at  Blackpool  today  for  un¬ 
lawfully  buying  115  gold  coins. 

She  was  one  of  six  defendants  who  were  fined  a  total  of  £2,300  under  the  Exchange  Control 
Act  1947  in  respect  of  the  sale  or  purchase  of  gold  coins. 

Mr.  D.  G.  Williams,  for  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions,  said  the  magistrates  had 
powers  to  impose  heavy  fines  and  make  an  order  for  forfeiture. 

The  defendants  pleaded  guilty  to  12  summonses  for  the  unlawful  purchase  and  sale  of  a 
total  of  396  gold  sovereigns. 

Mr.  Williams  said  that  measures  announced  in  1966,  which  received  maximum  publicity 
made  it  an  offence  to  be  in  possession  of  more  than  four  gold  coins  unless  specific  permission 
wras  given  by  the  Treasury. 

The  move  was  designed  to  stop  hoarding  and  speculation. 

He  added:  “It  is  particularly  important  that  these  regulations  should  continue  to  be 
enforced  while  this  country  has  a  balance  of  payments  problem”. 

The  magistrates  decided  not  to  make  an  order  of  forfeiture. — Lancashire  Evening  Telegraph, 
23  January,  1969. 

Maundy  Decimals.  The  first  sets  of  decimal  Maundy  money  will  appear  in  1971. 
Traditional  Maundy  money  will  be  distributed  by  the  Queen  at  Selby  Abbey,  Yorkshire,  on 
April  3,  and  also  at  next  year’s  Maundy  service. — Sunday  Telegraph ,  26  January,  1969. 
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SCHLUMBERGER,  HANS  Gold  Coins  of  Europe  since  1800.  New  York,  London  and 
Sydney,  1968.  10}"  >  7",  352  pp.,  illustrated  in  text.  We  can  supply,  £6/6/-  plus  4/6  postage. 

The  author  has  specialized,  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  in  the  gold  coins  of  Europe  struck 
during  the  19th  and  20th  centuries.  This  catalogue  lists  some  6000  coins  and  illustrates  nearly 
2000  of  them.  The  illustrations  are  reasonably  good  but  are  not  up  to  the  high  standard  we 
have  become  accustomed  to  in  this  country. 

This  detailed  work  records  all  denominations,  dates,  mint  marks,  mintage  figures  (if  known) 
and  mint  marks.  1'he  listings  generally  begin  with  the  year  1800  but  in  cases  where  the  reign 
goes  back  beyond  the  turn  of  the  19th  century,  the  earlier  coins  have  been  included  to  give  a 
complete  picture  of  the  series  concerned.  The  work  covers  thirty-five  European  countries  and 
informs  the  reader  on  the  title  page  that  it  is  a  catalogue  of  valuations  (in  U.S.  dollars  but 
including  a  conversion  table  to  sterling). 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  although  Air.  Schlumberger  appears  to  be  well-informed 
about  types  and  varieties  his  knowledge  is  somewhat  lacking  where  valuation  is  concerned 
The  prices  given  of  some  gold  coins  covered  by  the  Exchange  Control  Order  1966  are  a  good 
way  ahead  of  the  market  at  the  present  time.  But  the  worst  feature,  and  one  which  strikes 
forcibly,  is  the  fact  that  where  mintage  figures  are  not  available,  the  different  years  of  a  type 
(viz.,  guineas  of  Geo.  Ill)  are  lumped  together  with  all  years  showing  the  same  value.  One  is 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  author  failed  to  do  his  homework  thoroughly. — M.A. 

LINECAR,  H.  W.  A.  and  STONE,  A.  G.  English  Proof  &  Pattern  Crown  Size  Pieces. 
London,  1969.  10"  x  lb",  116  pp.,  illus.  in  text.  Price  70/-  plus  postage. 

As  there  has  been  no  treatment  of  this  subject  since  Crowther’s  book  on  patterns  published 
around  1887,  this  book  fills  a  long-felt  want.  The  authors  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
production  of  a  first  class  and  painstaking  piece  of  research.  The  book  includes  pattern  5 
guinea  and  5  pound  pieces  as  well  as  silver  coins.  A  great  deal  of  effort  has  been  made  to  quote 
collection  and  sale  references,  and  cross  references  to  other  books  are  very  detailed. 

Obtaining  photographs  of  excessively  rare  pieces  is  always  a  major  problem,  but  it  seems  a 
pity  that  in  some  cases  line  drawings  have  been  employed. — P.A.R. 
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British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  February  meeting,  short 
papers  on  recent  Edwardian  coin  hoards  were  read  by 
Miss  Archibald  and  Mr.  Woodhead,  (the  latter  speaker 
in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Tatler  and  Mr.  Ian  Stewart). 

Miss  Archibald  first  mentioned  the  very  recent  find 
of  Henry  III  Long-Cross  pennies  at  Colchester.  There 
were  14,000  coins,  all  Long-Cross  except  2  Short-Cross, 
250  Irish,  and  250  Scotch.  The  Speaker  described  the 
site  of  the  find,  and  said  that  a  point  of  particular  interest 
was  that  the  hoard  included  at  least  8  of  the  extremely 
rare  type  6  Long-Cross  pennies.  Before  this  hoard,  only 
4  of  these  were  known. 

Miss  Archibald  then  described  the  Skegby  hoard  of 
April  1st  1967.  This  consisted  of  Edward  I,  types  1  to  5. 
There  was  a  large  proportion  of  Type  3,  and  of  this  type, 
a  large  proportion  were  of  Lincoln.  This  mint  was  local 
to  the  find  spot.  The  hoard  was  compared  with  other 
hoards  of  the  same  time. 

Miss  Archibald  then  went  on  to  the  Mayfield  (Sussex) 
hoard  of  10th  April  1968.  This  consisted  of  348  pence 
and  7  French  gros  tournois.  All  the  pence  were  of  the 
later  sub-groups  of  Fox  class  10.  The  hoard  was  not  a 
packet  from  a  larger  hoard.  All  were  of  Canterbury, 
except  one  of  London.  The  coins  were  in  mint  condition, 
and  were  closely  die-linked.  Many  of  the  coins  that 
might  have  been  expected  to  be  present  were  absent. 
Mentioning  the  contract  made  with  William  de  Turne- 
mire  in  1280,  the  speaker  said  that  15%  of  the  coins  were 
above  weight,  although  not  above  the  remedy  allowed. 
Only  one  coin  was  below  the  limit  of  tolerance. 

The  paper  of  Mr.  Woodhead  was  on  the  Loch  Doon 
find  of  1966.  The  hoard  was  of  1887  coins  of  which  1762 
were  of  Edward  I,  II,  and  III.  The  latest  coin  was  a 
penny  of  Fox  class  15d  of  the  York  Archiepiscopal  Mint. 
This  fixed  the  date  of  the  hoard  as  not  later  than  1344. 
Mr.  Woodhead  considered  that  the  date  of  deposit  was 
between  August  1331  and  July  1335.  He  connected  the 
deposition  of  the  hoard  with  the  arrival  of  Edward 
Ballio!  in  Scotland.  The  composition  of  the  hoard  was 
normal  for  the  period.  The  percentage  of  continental 


sterlings  was  to  be  expected.  Tables  were  circulated 
comparing  the  hoard  with  other  hoards  of  the  same 
period,  and  Mr.  Woodhead  commented  on  these.
